In rallroad
circles there |s gradually growing a senti-
ment against the use of private cars in
the transportation of freight. It is claimed
that it leads to abuses, and it is said that
some of the railway officlals are more In-
terested in the success of private car com-
panies than in that of their own road. A
singular fact in connection with thia is
that the private cars of shippers embrace
only 6% per cent. of the (reight equipment
in use, yet they make more than 20 per
cent. of the entire freight mileage of the
country, receiving annually more than $30,-
V.00 from common carriers.

Fifteen or more delegates who have been
in attendance on the biennlal meeting of
the Brotherhood of Loecomotive Engineers
at St. Paul passed through the city vester-
day en route to their respective homes. The
meeting. convened May 9 and closed May
3l. The delegates say they had an unusual-
ly harmenious and profitable convention,
ome of the largest ever held.

The
passenger men say year after year they
propose to hau) the delegates and thelr
friends at one fare for the round trip, and
invariably the officers persuade the repre-
sentatives of some one of ‘the frst-class
lines to give themselves and families free
transportation, free sleeping car fare and
various other concessions. he propositions
of the better class of lines are taken to
some line which can reach the place where
the soclety meets, or is a link in lines
that can, and they at once underbid the
former, and invariably, in spite of the large
number of dJdelegates carried, rates have
been so demoralized that the carrying lines
are out of pocket.

EX-PRESIDENT HARRISON NOT RE-
TAINED BY THE COFFINS.

Bondamen of Fugitive Staunard Set-
tle with the Government in Full
—=Local Court News.

It was reported by an afternoon paper
yesterday that General Harrison would ap-
pear in the case In defense of the Coffins
whén the case reached the federad Court
of Appeals. The report was untrus. The
report had it that after the motion for a
new trial and other legal steps to secure
delay had falled an effort would be made
to keep the Coffins out of the penitentiary
till Justice Harlan, of the Supreme Court,
could be appealed to, and that General
Harrison wWould then appear in the case.
Mr. Winter, of counsel for the defense,
was seen at his office yesterday afternoon
and asked if there was any truth in the
report. '

“You bring the first Intimation I have
had of it,”” was the answer.

“Is there any truth in the report?”

“Not one word., General Harrison will
not appear in the case at all. The report
that he will is the product of some fertile
brain without occupation."”

General Harrison was also mentioned as
a partner in the law firm of which Messrs
Winter, Miller and Elam are members.
The ex-President is not now a member of
this firm.

It is reported that T. P. Haughey will
not be sentenced till Tuesday afternoon,
though Judge Baker declines to either con-
firm or deny the report.

It is not an assured fact that Judge Ba-
ker will send the Coffins and Haughey to

the Michigan City penitentiary next week,
for he can send them to a penitentiary in
some other State if he chooses, although it
is customary to confine a prisoner in a pen-
{tentiary within the State in which the
risoner resided. However, it is a matter
argely In the discretion of the court.

STANNARD'S BONDSMEN SETTLE.

They Pay Promptly—Bench Warrant
for the Fugitive,

Frank Stannard’s bondsmen, Vincent V.
Williams, George W, McDaniels, Willlam
H. Martine and James E. Boruff, paid into
the federal court yesterday $4,040.70, the
amount of the bond and costs in the case
of the rinaway jury briber.

The $4.00 will be sent to the United
States treasury. The four bondsmen de-
clare they will keep thelr eyes and ears

open for Stannard. The United States
marshal has a bench warrant for his ar-
réat, and he will be landed some fine day.

Snyder Wants an Accounting.

It Is alleged that the
cilaims have from time to time been as-
signed to the banking firm of 8. A. Fletcher
& Co. as security for loans. The plaintiff

LETTER FROM JUDGE LAWRENCE
TO SENATOR VOORHEES,

He Corrects Errors of the Senator,
and 'Iell‘ Why American Wool-
Growers Should Be Proteeted.

Hon. Daniel W. Voorhees,
Senator from Imndiana‘’

An -open letter of mine *o you, dated
May 5, was published in the Indianapolis
Journal on the subject of sheep husbandry,
in which some mistakes of fact you made
in a letter addressed by you to a Chicago
friend, dated April 27, were pointed out
and corrected. My letter has been re-
printed in the American Economist, the
Troy (N. Y.) Telegram, the Quincy (I11.)
Farmers' Call and other journals, but
neither yvou nor any. other person has at-
temoted to sustaln you In the errors you

made, nor to deny the accuracy of any
statement I made,

When I wrote my first open letter to
you I had not seen all of your letter of
April 27, and hence only corrected the
errors in an extfact therefrom as pub-
lished. T have since seen the whole letter,
and I will now respectfully call your at-
tention to other ervors therein of judg-
ment and of fact. Your letter says:

“It is also manifest * * * that the fail-

ure of our wool gréwers to realize a profit
on wool is almost entirely due to over-
production, both in this country and in

other wool-producing countries.”

As to this, I hagve to say I am pleased
to notice that vou recognize the fact
that since the electibpn of President Cleve-
land. with a majority in Congress In favor
of “free. wool, the ce of wool has so de-
clined that our wool growers have not
realized a profit an-it. It has been proved
that the threat of free wool gnd of re-
duced dutles on manufactures thereof
caused the decline ia price. (See miscellan-
eous Senate doouq&qnls;_ of the present ses-
sion, Nos. 35, 77 and 124; Index title, ““Threat
of Free Wool."")

You make a grave error of fact in at-
tributing decline to overproduction of woal
in this country. Is it possible you mean
deliberately to say there has been over-
production in this country? In 1887, under
President Cleveland’'s first administration,
Mr. Switzler, the chief of the bureau of
statistick In the Treasury Department, pub-
lUshed a report on “Wool and Maunfac-
tures of Wool,” and on ge 43 he sald:

“It can be safely .predicted that owing
to the still imperfect ‘quality of our sver-
& sheep md&ament overproduction
of sheep, caus by the high wool tariff,
there may be little ‘of no gain in numbers,
if not an actual loss la the near future.”

The same renort showed the grave mis-
take of saying there was overproduction.
That report shows -the following, fiscal
year 1887:

h;rumbor of sheep In the United States,
44,759,314 (page 61); wool produced (pounds),
255,000,000 (page 18); net imports of for-
elgn raw wools (pounds), 107,809,738 (pages
11, 12 and 85); forelgn wool imported in.
forelgn manufactures, value $44,630,381, .
(pounds), 135,891,143 e 36); total wool
consumed (pounds), 526,200,881 (page 36).

Thus our people consumed nearly twice
as much as they produced. The excess
of consumption over production was 241,-
200,881 pounds. We then needed to produce
this amount 40,200,147 additional sheep. Do
i'ou call that overproduction? In a speech

made on this report 1 called attention
to these facts, and fn 1888 the Treasury De-
partment published 'a new edition of it
correcting some of s errors, and this al-
leged overproduction was omitted, as you
will see on page 8 of the new edition.

pointed out hat statistics showed
the following facts_ for the fiscal vear 180&:
Total consumption, of wool, 630,590,604
pounds; domestic product of wool, 364,156,
666 pounds; net imports of raw wools, 172.-
432,637 pounds; fmpeorts of wool in manufac-
tures, 114,000,000 pounds; number of sheep
In United States, 47,273,553,

Thus you perceivé that the total consump-
tion was 300,000,301 pounds In excess of do-
mestic production, requiring all of 50,000,000
additional sheep to produce all we need.

Your letter says: “It is manifestly ab-
surd to suppose that the 11 cents duty on
wool has at any time for many years past
been of service to the grower.”

As to this I have to say: In the fiscal
year 1803 by far the largest part of the
imports of raw wools—122,38,072 pounds—
were class 3 wools, which only paid a duty
of 2.6296 cents per und. The imports of
raw merino were 43,311,665 pounds at a nom-
inal duty of 11 cents per pound, but by
reason of what is called the “skirting
clause” in the tariff act, which should nor
be in it, the real duty is only equal to 6
cents per pound on ©Ohio and Indiana
washed Merino, when the law was really
designed toegivp 11 cents on unwashed and
22 on washed, The imports of raw second-
class wools were 6,736,200 pounds, with a
duty of 12 cents on washed waools. (For
evidence see United States Senate Mis.
Doc. present Fifty-third Congress, second
session, pp. 37-46.)

The casual reader would infer from your
letter that wool growers had been re-
ceiving the benefit of a protective duty of
11 cents per pound, but this is an error.
An adequate duty would secure to wool
growers falrly remunerative prices. Will
you deny 1t?

The tariff duty, inadequate as it was and
is, was a benefit to the wool growers pre-
cigely by the amount of the protection.
President Cleveland said so in his message
of Dec. 6, 1887. It is proved by evidence of
Senate Miscellaneocous Documents of the
present sesslon. (No. 35, pp. 25-50, 8§0-89, 258,
168, 281; No. 77, pp. 1, b8-58, 42-52; No. 14,
pp. 21-25, 45, 86.) Do you Intend to deny
what President Cleveland said?

You cite the low price of wool last vear
as evidence that the duty of 11 cents has
been of no service to wool growers, Since
the election of President Cleveland and
a free-wool Congress prices have been re-
duced by the threat of free wool, not be-
cause of, but In spite of, the tariff. Manu-
facturers were compelled to reduce prices
to the free-wool level, because they Kknew
that if Congress reduced duties on manu-
factures they would be met with free-wool
foreign competition. The threat of f[ree
wool nullified the effect of the protective
tariff. (For evidence see document No. 35,
pp. 298, 70, 163; No. 77. pp. 60-88; No. 124,
pp. 62, 16, 118.)

You say you “have no doubt that in the
vear following the passage of a free-whol
tariff bili the price of domestic wool woula
advance, unless the great overproduction
in various other countries should continue
to increase.”” The casual reader might in-
fer from this that free wool would cause
an Increase in the price of our wool. You,
of course, do not venture to say that. Free
wool will destroy our American sheep hus-
bandry, and this destruction will give for-
eign wool growers and {mporters a monop-
oly which will enable them to put up prices.
Thus, with free wool, we wlill lose the
profits of sheep husbandry and soon find
foreign monopolies of wool and manufac-
tures extorting exorbitant prices from our
people, 0 in the end we will lose all and
galn nothing. (See document No. 35, chap.
1)

1 have made refsrence to evidence and
argument in documents bécause it is not
possible to discuss all in extenso in this
letter.
